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Noubtless many Frienis of the Army Medical Library have noticed that 
the OrJer Blank of Medicofilm Service has not appeared on the inside back 
cover of the Current List since the first of this year. This does not mean 
that Medicofilm Service has gone out of existence, but that it is gradually 
being replaced by the free interlibrary distribution of microfilms which 
under certain conditions is now possible. This of course is the ideal method 
of extending the service which publicly supported reference libraries should 
rightfully render to all who are engaged in promoting the public welfare by 
scientific research. It is hoped that eventually many reference libraries 
will obtain the funds to extend in this manner the service they render to 


the advancement of science and culture. 


The records of mMedicofilm Service since this change has occurred, 
show that the number of paid orders have diminished to about two hunired 
per month, while the orders to replace interlibrary loans and for extracts 
of the medical literature needed by the Army establishments throughout the 


world @re exceeding one thousand per month. 


The principal activity of Medicofilm Service for the past year has 
been the filming of current medical journals for institutions in China. 
This is being ‘one for the account of the American Foundation for Aid to 
China, Inc., and up until recently every shipment has reached its destina- 
tion without mishap. A recent one which was lost is being replaced without 


charge for the time required to do the work. 


Medicofilm Service will continue to do microfilm copying for those 
who may not be able to avail themselves of the privilege extended through 
the interlibrary loan method, but no attempt will be made to attract 
clients in competition with the free service established by the Photo- 


duplication Service of the Library itself.

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MICROFILM COPYING 


Army Medical Library

Microfilm copying of the periodical literature of the Army Med- 
ical Library was begun by Bibliofilm Service of. the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture in 1936 and continued until September 1940 when an inde- 
pendent service under the auspices of the Friends of the Army Medical 
Library was established. Due to the expanding needs of microfilm copy- 
ing for Regular Army and Federal establishments and other calls made 
upon it in the present emergency, additional equipment and enlarged 
facilities have been added at public expense. It has now become pos- 
sible to substitute microfilm copying to a limited extent for inter- 


library loans. Microfilms will be sent without charge in lieu of the 





loan of the books to all accredited medical librarians who prefer them 





or where books or journals cannot be loaned. 





This service should result in a saving for the borrowing li- 
brarian since the responsibitity for safekeeping and return of the 
books will be eliminated and no records will ne required. The person 
receiving the microfilm will have no obligation for its return and may 


retain it for future use. 


The total amount of work which can be done on this basis is of 
course limited by appropriations now available, hence there will be a 
limitation in the extent of the service, as to quantity. Orders for 
microfilm copying, except in parvicular cases, where bulk or commercial 
work is involved, will not ordinarily be accepted from individuals, 


but only through libraries, in the same manner as interlibrary loans.

NOTE: The above orfer refers only to extract copying from periodicals 
and does not cover making microfilm copies of entire volumes. 


Most of the reyuests which have so far been received have not been 
accompanied by the -postage mentioned above. Since this service replaces 


inter library loans which are not granted the franking privilege the micro- 


films can not be wailed out without the proper amount of postage.
